In Sunt- 
atra and Java, both very hot climates 
there are only ninety-two storms 
ysarly, and In Borneo only about fifty. 
The Gold Coast of Africa has Only 
about sixty a year, which Is less than 
occur ltf Florida, though the latter 
country Is outside the tropics. 

In Java there ia a thunderstorm 
every day for five months. Perhaps 
the most astonishing fact in regard 
to thunderstorms is that the island of 
Mauritius, which Is only 550 miles 
ekst of Madagascar, has on an aver¬ 
age only one thunderstorm in eighty 
years. 

Yet In Madagascar the lightning Is 
more destructive than anywhere else 
In the vjorld, the annual death roll 
being over three hundred.

Razors of Centuries Ago 

We wear things and use things 
daily, ol the origin of which we have 
I#. the slightest idea, and were we 
to be asked concerning their history 
we would be at a loss to answer. 

This was illustrated when two 
young men well but quietly dressed, 
were Admiring a, well known picture 
of life In the t,iri»u of Julius Caesar 
which was exhibited in a shop window. 
One of the men remarked, while look¬ 
ing at the picture, that he wondered 
. how the Romans kept their faces 
smooth and whether they ever ghav- 
ed; and if they shaved. Wkat were 
their razore like? Neither of - the 
men could answer the question, aqd 
so they immediately nonsuited var¬ 
ious authorities on the subject and 
found to their surprise, that razors 
were used for shaving In a very early 
part of the world’. hiltory. 

The Egvptiane used some kind of 
a razor, though the Leylttcal code 
expressly forbade the shaving of the 
oeard.

HUDSON BAY TIMBER 


Experienced Cruiser Describes Split 
Lake Conditions 

Interesting observations wljth regard 
to the timber of the Hudson Bay Re¬ 
gion (the southern part of the old 
district of Keewatin) are found In the 
1911 repor* of the Director of Forest¬ 
ry, published as part of the Annual 
Report of the Department of the In¬ 
terior for 1911 

Mp. J. T. G. Whyte, an exper¬ 
ienced timber cruiser and fire ranger 
(who has since been drowned while 
In discharge of hij duty) reports on 
thd conditions of the forest around 
Split Lak^ on ar area of about 2400 
square miles. This whoier territory 
was originally covered -with forest. 
The Island:, in Split Lake still bear 
Spruce, Tamarack and Jack Pine, 
large enough for railway ties, poles 
and lui’ber. 

All the rest of the country has been 
burned over at least once within the 
past torty or fifty years, and the tim¬ 
ber which dates from the last fire, 
ra-ely exceeds three or four inches 
in diameter. The shores of Spilt 
Lake have been burned over, on an 
average once every season-. For- 
tunate’y in this district the soil Is 
usually de»p. and can always support 
another crop of trees. The presence 
of merchantable forests in protected 
situations proves that the young for¬ 
est now started will become sufficient¬ 
ly valuable to support sawmill and 
pulp Industrie and supply a large 
population. If It can be protected from 
fire. Very little of the land trav¬ 
ersed by Mr. Whyte Is suitable for 
agriculture 

Mr. J. T. Blackford, fire ranger at 
Oxford House, reports similar condi¬ 
tions o', about f>400 square miles of 
terrlLJT In that region.

The straw, which Is 
much broken in this process. Is mixed 
with chaff, and used as fodder.

Lee dealt particularly with the des 
tructlon of- the Sow Thistle, the Can¬ 
ada Thistle Mustard, Wild Oats and 
French Weed. The farmers tn the 
Eastern and Southern portions of the 
Province were apparently anxious to 
find out the best means of destroying 
weeds, and the farmers to the West 
and North, wheie the weeds as yet 
have not made the same progress, 
were anxious for their identification. 
Seme farmers did not know the Sow 
Thistle, although Mr. Lee was able 
to find It on their farms. The farm¬ 
ers were warned against this weed 
iu paitlcular. It being really, the only 
weed in Manitoba which takes com¬ 
plete possession of the land, not aL 
lowing any grali to grow with It. It 
Is also the only tfeed which will at¬ 
tack the prairie. 

, Mr. Harrison gave a talk on fodder 
crops, particularly on the planting 
and raising of corn and also .ghowed 
how a crop of corn could be raised 
and dd >ts much good as summer-fal¬ 
lowing, thus giving the farmer a val¬ 
uable crop where otherwise his land 
would be lying idle., .Mr. Harrison 
also spoke on the raising of tim¬ 
othy, clover and alfalfa, warning the 
farmers to be particularly careful to 
see *hat their '.and was very thor¬ 
oughly cultivate,! and Inoculated be¬ 
fore sowing altalfa seed. 

Principal Black closed'the meeting 
for the men by giving a strong prac 
tlcal talk on the general Successful 
working of a Manitoba farm and on 
the Agricultural College work, and on 
the 'necessity fin every young man 
and woman, who intended to follow 
farming as a vocation, taking a 
course in tins Agricultural College; 
that agriculture had to be handled 
In a scientific way the same, if not 
more so, than any other business. 

The women's part of the program 
was first taken by Mrs. Salisbury, 
who gave a very useful and instruc¬ 
tive lalk on home nursing, sanitary 
conditions in the horn's ventilation, 
etc.. 

Professor Broderiffk then spoke to 
the women on horticulture and the 
beautifying of l tlie farm home, the 
best way of raising house and garden 
plants, ornamental shrubbery, plant¬ 
ing ot trees, laying out of lawns, etc.

The C. P. R. Agricultural College 
Train, and the Work it 
Accompliahed 


LESS TIME IN THE KITCHEN 


MORE TIME IN THE FRONT ROOM 


On Saturf&y evening, -June 29. the 
Agvioultural College Special-, run by ' 
the Canadian Pacific Railway, com¬ 
pleted its very successful tour of the I 
province of Manitoba. The train j 
was on the road for 32 days, and In i 
that time covered all Manitoba trlb- j 
utnry to the Canadian- Pacific Railway. 
£7 different points were visited. 1305 
addresses given, to 22.900 people, 
which Included 9851 men, 7428 wo¬ 
men and 56231 of the senior classes of 
the schools. -The following is a 
brief outline ot the work done on the 
train: 

When the train arrived at each 
stopping place, the-car containing the 
stoekr. which consisted of three pure 
bred Holstein cows, one pure bred 
Hereford fat steer, and four types of 
the best quality of work horses and 
brood mares, was placed at the un¬ 
loading platform. The first talk on 
stock. In which particularly great In¬ 
terest was taken by the farmers, wa6 
given by Professor Peters and Mr. 
Jot.e> 1 , his assistant. The subjects 
deqjt with in horses were the best 
types to raise In order to secure the 
highest price. Particular emphas¬ 
is-was laid on .raising large heavy 
-horses for the City --market, it being 
shown that if a farmer went in for 
raising this. oUsjs of stock, there 
would be enough smaller horses come 
even after making his best efforts, to 
supply horses not too heavy, for the 
farm, and the others would bring top 
prices in the City ’market. The 1 
trouble which was experienced last 
yoar in disease lu foals was gone In¬ 
to thoroughly by Professor Pbters, 
and the best mi ans of stamping out. 
this disease was explained. For¬ 
tunately this year the death rate of 
colts when very young has fallen off, 
but is still prevalent, and the_,farm- 
ers were eager to find out the. best 
methods of handling the young colts'; 

The next stock talk on the pro¬ 
gram was milch cows. The thor¬ 
oughbred Holstein cows were recom¬ 
mended as a particularly good type 
for raising on Manitoba farms for 
dairying purposes, and the Ayrshire 
was also recommended. The gen¬ 
eral use rf the Jersey was discour¬ 
aged owing to its inability to stand 
tfife rough conditions in the winter 
on a Manitoba farm on account of 
her weak constitution. Two of the 
Holstein cows were shown as being 
examples of almost perfect animals

line and the desire for better farming, 
and" for .having prosperous farmers 
living along the Company's lines* 
The farmers wore also invited when 
they came to Winnipeg to call on the 
officials of the Company, who were 
always glad to have them come In 
and discuss matters of mutual inter 
est. Brief remarks were made on 
the better care of machinery on the 
average Manitoba farm, and on good 
-roa.ds showing how the farmer could 
save conslderertrte-in his transporta¬ 
tion charges by hauling his grain to 
market over a pood road: the differ¬ 
ence In hauling on a good road and 
a poor road on 1,000 bushels for a 
distance of 6 miles being over *40.00. 
Emphasis was also laid upon the ne¬ 
cessity ef higher education for the 
young men and young women on the 
farm: that every farmer should If he 
could at all afford It. send his sons 
and daughters to the Agricultuial 
College to take a course. This would 
prevent so many young men and 
young women leaving the farms and 
drifting Into the cities where they 
came with ct special training and
